The total trade with Canada for 1909 
was £29,424,609, as against £26.538,206 
in 1908, an increase of £2,886,403. 

The total exports from the United 
Kingdom to Canada in 1909 were £8,- 


414,634, compared with £6,288,447 in, 
1908, a very satisfactory increase of, 


£2,126,187, or about 33.98 per cent. 

Imports from Canada in the same 
periods were £21,009,975 in 1909 and 
£20,249,759 in 1908, thus showing an 
increase of £760,216,

JAPAN 


Rigid Censorshin of Japanese News- 
papers to Prevent News of 
Designs Being Known 


Seoul, Corea,—Though nothing offic. 
ial can be learned confirming the re- 
port that negotiations for the annexa- 
tion of Corea by Japan are now pro- 
ceeding, many signs indicate that an- 
nexation is imminent. Long confer- 
ences between officials are constantly 
in progress, visits are frequently in- 
terchanged, and real activity is noted 
in the Japanese offices. 

The censorship has been placed on 
an even more rigid basis than before, 
and Tokio papers containing reports 
on the situatioW in Corea are confis- 
cated at Fussan on their arrival in 
this country. 

The entire country has been placed 
under a strong military guard, and a 
number of Japanese war vessels are 
now patrolling the coasts of Corea, 
|The situation indicates conditions of 
/extreme tension, but officials maintain 
a sphinx-like attitude.

BRITISH CRUISER WRECKED 


Officers and Crew Were Taken Off in 
Safety, but Vessel Will Be 
Total Loss 


London,—-Wighteen lives were lost 
when the Pritish cruiser Bedford ran 
ashore on the rocks off Quelpart 


island, Korea, according to the report! 


received by the admiralty. 

The inen were the members of the 
engine room staff. The vessel is seri- 
ously damaged, and lies in a bad posi- 
tion. It appears that the Bedford 
struck the rocks two miles west of 
Quelpart island, lying about fifty 
miles south of Korea, off the entrance 
to the Strait of Korea, 

During the thick fog at four o'clock 


Sunday mocning the cruiser was suil-, 


ing with a British squadron from 
Wei-Hai,Wei, China, for Nagasi. The 
bottom of. the ship and the machin- 
ery, accordtdg to wireless reports suf. 
fered serious damage from the rocks, 
and the cruiser is pounding badly in 
the high seas. A number of Japanese 
warships, accompanied by lighters 
and salvage vessels, were despatched 
from the nearest Japanese station im- 
mediately upon receipt of the news of 
the disaster. 


The accident occurred -during full 
speed trials of the vessel, and the 
cruiser was evidently badly holed, 


since the deaths are stated officiaHy to 
have been due to the inrush of the 
water. The officers end crew have been 
taken off. The sister ships, Minotaur 
and Monmouth, of the British squad- 
ron, which anchored near the wreck to 
render any service possible, were 
obliged to put to sea owing to the 
heavy weather which prevailed. 


AGREEMENT WILL BE EXTENDED 


Alberta and Saskatchewan Will Have 
R. N. W. M. P. for Another 
Five Years 

Ottawa,—Colonel Fred White, comp- 
troller of the R. N. W. M. P., has re- 
turned from a tour of inspection as 
far west us the Pacific coast. He had 
contemplated going to the Yukon, 
where a slight reduction in the pres- 
ent force of sixty men is proposed. 
This part of the trip was abandoned 
owing to the wreck of the steamer 
Princess May. 

Colonel White reports that the force 
is still doing good work in the west- 
ern provinces, The agreement under 
waich the force assists in the admin- 
istration of justice in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta will shortly be extended 
for a five-year term, 

This means that the question of 
withdrawing the foree from these 
provinces will not be considered for 
several years. The time will come, 
he says, when the red coats will be 
confined to the northern territory. 

Many Scotch People Emigrating 

Ottawa.—Mr, Malcolm MclIntyre, 
Canadian immigration agent at Glas- 
gow, is here on business with the de- 
partment of immigration. He states 
that last year 14,000 Scotch people 
caine to Canada, and he estimated 
that the final figures for this season 
will be from eighty to one hundred 
per cent. better. ‘Scottish people,” 
he says, “have an idea that excessive

In respeet of bacon, it is noted that 
a decrease of £465,279 (or 25.35 per 
cent.) took place in 1909 in the im- 
ports of this important product. The 
shortage in the supply of bacon for 
the market of the United Kingdom 
during the year under revision has 
created an interesting situation, 
| Bacon is unquestionably the staple 
breakfast dish in England, and the de- 
mand has been a steady and increas. 
jing one for some years past. Up to 
| 1905 the rapid growth and expansion 
of the Canadian bacon exports to tie 
United Kingdom was so gratifying 
that it was bene that the Dominion 
| would eventually find it one of the 
largest and most profitable of her in- 
dustries. 

The report then goes on to point 

Jout that the reports of bacon from 
| Canada are only about half what they 
| were in 1907, and the result is that 
|prices have reached such an abnor- 
|mal height that there is a great de- 
crease in consumption of bacon which 
is one of the staple dishes of the Eng- 
lish breakfast table. It has been 
stated that 70 per cent. of the house- 
holds of- the United Kingdom are 
maintained on forty shillings a week 
or less, and higher prices, therefore, 
operate at once to diminish purchases, 
So that the failure of Canada and the 
| United States to provide the neces- 
| sary supplies of this commodity is 
causing great concern in the *»provis- 
jiun trade, 
His Lordship says that “Canadian 
}farmers must maintain an abundant 
| supply of hogs of the Dominion is to 
successfully compete with a country 
like Denmark, where painstaking at- 
tention is devoted not only to the suc- 
cessful production of bacon, but to the 
maintenance of regular supplies to 
this great market.”

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NATION IN HIS DEBT 


DR. WILLIAM SAUNDERS HAS 
DONE MUCH FOR CANADA. 


| Director of Experimental Farms Has 


Spent the Last Twenty-Three Years 
Laboring Untiringly For the Pros- 
perity of the Farmers of the Do: 
minion—Many Fruits and Grains 
Have Been Imported. - 


Canada’s system of experimental 
nteresting 
and perhaps the most original feature 
of the Dominion Government. To 
the experimental farm, without 
doubt, more than to any other factor, 
is due the splendid development of 
the northwest Dominion to-day. 
Through 23 years, Dr. William Saun- 
ders, the head of the system, has 
worked untiringly and the results 
have been great. His first connection 
with the service was in 1885, when 
he was a business man making & 
hobby of horticulture. At that time 
he was sent abroad to study -agricul-

tural work in other nations, and upor 
his return he was made director of 
five experimental farms about to be 
organized. Since then, under his 
guidance, the work has progressed by 
leaps and bounds. The potential 
yield of every acre of Canadian farm 
land has been increased; fruit has 
been successfully raised on the north 
plains, and besides this, there has 
been established a great educational 
extension service for the training of 
the young Canadian farmer. 

The keystone of this experimental 
farm system in Canada is the so- 
called central farm, near Ottawa. 
The first branch farm was establish- 
ed between New Brunswick und Nova 
Scotia, and this was followed by a 
farm at Brandon, for Manitoba. Then 
came u branch for the Northwest: Ter- 
ritories, which was placed at Indian 
Head, and others have been estah- 
lished since. 

These -experimental farms have 
been of great value to Canada, en- 
abling her to.take an inventory of 
her agricultural resources and to 
know the possibilities of her land. 
She has demonstrated that many 
grains and fruits not indigenous to 
her broad prairies can be grown u}.on 
them, and in this way has distribut- 
ed an immense amount of useful in- 
formation among her agriculturists 
immeasurably to 
the wealth of the country. 


Temperance In Ireland. 


Remarkable figures regarding the 
strength of the temperance movement 
in Ireland, were given in the report 
of the Temperance Committee recent- 
ly submitted to the General Assembly 
ot the Presbyterian Church of Ire- 
land, in Belfast. There are 60,433 
members of Bands of Hupe and teti- 
perance societies connected with this 
denominational body, an increase of 
11,300 during the year. The progress 
of the Total Abstainence Union, bet- 
ter known as ‘‘Catch-my-pay” move- 
ment, wus so rapid that there was 
scarcely a town of any importance in. 
six of the counties of Ulster which 
had not been revolutionized in its re 
lucion lo the drink traffic. 

The movement was also at work im 
the South and West of Ireland, in 
Scotland, and in certain parts of Eng- 
land. As the result of one year's 
work 120,000 members had thus far 
been enrolled, 

The report also referred to the work 
among’ the Roman Catholic commun- 
ity, showing that the Young Crusad- 
ers nuinbered 100,000 and the Pio- 
neers, an adult society, 150,000. In 
some localities in the West 90 per 
cent. of the people had taken the 
pledge.

Few of the visitors to the Thous- 

{and Islands realize how many _his- 
torical associations this region pos- 
sesses. It has always been the boun- 
dary line hetween nations, and every 
great war in the history of America 
has seen some large or small tragedy 
enacted near its waters. 

In the year 1760 two armed ves- 
iste the Onondaga and the Mohawk, 
| with 1,000 men on board, under the 
command of Gen. Jeffrey (Lord Am- 
| herst), set out from Oswego, N.Y., 

intent on capturing Montreal. 

Just as the expedition was enter. 
ing the St. Lawrence a lookout on 
the Onondaga saw a bateau filled 
with soldiers putting out from an 
island and heading down the river. 
Judging ut once that they were 
French scouts, the two 
ships gave chase, hoping to capture 
the bateau. 

After going several miles the 
| bateau suddenly veered, at a point 
where three hills extend 
| river, and ran down a narrow chan- 


nel between a large island and sever- | 


al smaller ones. It then passed out 
into a large bay, beyond which could 
be seen another and a larger channel 
extending among the islands. Know- 
ing that the channels. between these 
‘islands are usually very deep the 


| Onondaga continued Oe pursuit. 
| When in the middle of the channel 
| the vessel was suddenly attacked 


from all sides by the Indians and 
French hidden on the surrounding 
islands. The decks were swept with 
musketry and arrows. The guns were 
trained on the islands, and the at- 
tacking party was soon forced to 
escape: in canoes. Coxswain Terry 
and his crew were ordered to lower 
a boat and to bear a message to the 
captain of the Mohawk, telling him 
to turn back into the main channel. 
Another boat was then lowered to 
seek out a passageway and, a deep 
channel being found, the Onondaga 
dropped down stream below the 
thickest group of islands and awaited 
the return of Terry and his crew. As 
they did not return Ensign Barry was 
ordered to lower the cutter and 
search for them. He returned after 
| some hours, having found no trace 
of the bout. He had been bewilder- 
ed by the intricate channels 
numerous islands and had not been 
| able to find the channel 
which the Onondaga passed. It was 
thought probable that Terry and hia 
crew had boarded the Mohawk, but 
the officers of that vessel reported 
that the message had been delivered 
and that the boat had started to re- 
turn to the Onondaga. The coxs: 
wain and his crew were never heard 
from, and were undoubtedly captured 
or killed. Ensign Barry named the 
scene of the fight'the Lost Channel, 
which name it has since borne.
